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ABERDEEN SHOWS 
BIG LOSS IN POPU- 
LATIONS 10 YEARS 

Brown County Shows Loss of J.^l I In 
Ten Years — Aberdeen Has Lost 
»1 i'ttltens and Now Has 
But 477 Residents. 

Our neighbor town of Aberdeen Is 
rapidly going backward so far as lta 
population Is concerned according to 
the figures just made public by the 
United States Census Bureau which 
allows that town with a population of 
only 477 persons as against 568 in 
1910, a loss or 91 persons, while In 
1900 the village had a population of 
711, showing a loss of :!34 persons in 
twenty years or more than one-third of 
the total population twenty years ago. 

The figures for the entire county 
show that. Brown county now has a 
population of 22,621 as against 24.832 
in 1910, a loss of 2,211. The population 
of all Brown county in 1900 was 28,237. 

Huntington township, In which Ab- 
erdeen la located, has a population of 
1.776 this yeur as against 2,016 In 1910, 
showing a loss of 241 persons. The 
town of Ripley Is given a population 
of 1,629 this year as against 1840 In 
1910, showing a considerable loss. 
Georgetown, Mt. Orab and Sardinia 
show small gains while Aberdeen, 
Fayettesville. Hamercvtlle, Hlggins- 
port, Ripley and Russellville, all show 
losses. Jefferson and Washington 
townships were the only two of the 
sixteen townships In all of Brown 
county which showed any Increase.

Although several months ago City 
Councll'and the County Fiscal Court 
voted to enter this joint agreement, the 
contracts had not been formally sign- 
ed until thla week and the organization 
came into existence only uuon the 
signing of the contracts. 

I'nder this new arrangement Mays- 
ville and Mason county will have one 
of the best health departments In the 
entire state of Kentucky and the State 
Board of Health has promises to fur- 
nish us within the next few, days a 
Health Odlcer who will devote his en- 
tire time to the work. This officer must 
be elected by the County Health Board 
upon the recommendation and en- 
dorsement of the State Board. The 
new arrangement will continue the 
nursing in both county and city and 
will also continue the services of a 
Sanitary Inspector, all of which will 
be under the direction of the Health 
Officer.

We were 
not seeking to defeat a world aspira- 
tion, w* were resolved to safeguard 
America. We were resolved then, even 
as we are today, and will be tomor- 
row, to preserve this free and Inae- 
peudent republic. 

In the call of' the conscience of 
America Is peace, peace that closes the 
gaping wound of world war, uud si- 
lences the Impassioned voices of in- 
ternational envy and distrust. Heed- 
ing this call and knowing as 1 do the 
disposition of the Congress, I promise 
you formal and sffectlve peace so 
quickly as a Republican Congress can 
pass Its declaration for a Republican 
executive to sign. .

liberty under the law, and It Is ours to 
cull the Sons of Opportunity to Its de 
fense. America must not only save 
herself, but ours must be the nppenllnc 
voire to sober the world. 

It must he understood that toll alone 
makes for accomplishment and ad 
inurement, and righteous possession Is 
the reward of toll, and Its Incentive 
There Is no progress except In the 
stimulus of competition. 

The chief trouble today Is that the 
world war wrought the destruction of 
healthful competition, left our store 
houses empty, and there Is a minimum 
production when our need Is max- 
imum. Maximums, not mlnlmutus. Is 
the call of America. It Isn't a new 
story, because war never falls to leave 
depleted storehouses and always Im- 
pairs the efficiency of production. Wnt 
ulsn establishes Its higher standard:- 
for wanes, mid they abide. I wish the 
hlghep wage to abide, on one explicit 
condition— Hint the wage earner will 
give full return for the wage receded 
Production, More Production. 
1 want, somehow, to appeal to the 
sons and daughters of the republic, 
to every producer, to Join hand and 
brain In production, more production, 
honest production, patriotic produc- 
tion, bemuse patriotic production Is 
no less a defense of our best civiliza- 
tion tbnn that of armed force.

While some of the local concerns 
have been hlght up to the minute with 
their records and have been given a 
clean bill by the inspectors, It Is un- 
derstood that there are others who 
have been Just a little lax In the rec- 
ords and their failure to keep a com- 
plete record of this tax money has 
proven rather expensive to them Some 
of the local dealers In Ice cream have 
been hit rather hard by the Inspection, 
according to those dealors themselves. 

The government tax on Ice cream re- 
tailed is approximately 60 cents a gal- 
lon and some dealers have failed to 
keep tholr records complete. One lo- 
cal firm was compelled to turn over 
nearly one and a half hundred dollars 
to the government It is understood 
that the Inspectors have now about 
completed their work in Maysville.

Practically- every farmer' 
knows that he cannot afford to keep , 
non-producing hens and yet few real- 
ize that chickens consume a large 
amount of feed in a year and unless 
non-producing hens are eliminated, 
the incomo from the poultry flock will 
be greatly reduced on account of the 
feed consumed by these non-producing 
hens. 

Culling demonstrations will be held 
in Mason county on August 3d and 4th, 
and all those interested Ur learning 
how to tell the layer from the loafer 
aro urged to bo present. Places will 
be announced later. Demonstrations 
will be given by Mr. A. S. Chapin, who 
is well known io Mason county poultry 
fanciers.

QFJCCEPTANCE 

(continued from first page.) 

citizenship for political advantage. 

It would be the blindness of folly 10 
ignore the activities In our own coun 
try which are aimed to destroy orr 
economic system, and to commit us tc 
the colossal tragedy which has de 
atroypd all freedom and made Russia 
Impotent This movement Is not *.o b» 
halted in throttled liberties. We niu-.l 
not abridge the freedom of speech, the 
freedom of press, or the freedom of 
assembly, because there Is no p.w.ilsc 
In repression. These liberties are -is 
sacred as the freedom of religious t"- 
lief, as Inviolable as the right* of llf- 
and the pursuit of happiness. We do 
hold to the right to crush sedition, to 
stifle a menacing contempt for 'aw. 
to stamp out a peril to the safety if 
the republic or Its people, when emer- 
gency calls, because security and the 
majesty of the law are the first es- 
sentials of liberty. He who threatens 
destruction of the government by ' >r<X 
or flaunts his contempt, for lawful 
authority, ceases to be a loyal citizen 
and forfeits his rights to the freedom 
of the republic. 

No parly Is indifferent to the welfart 
of the wage-earner. To us bis gooc" 
fortune Is of deepest concern, and wt 
seek to make flint good fortune per 
inuneut. We do not oppose but ap 
prove collective bargaining, hecaust 
that Is an outstanding right, but we 
are unalterably insistent that Its OCT 
else must not destroy the equally M 
cred right Of the Individual, In bis nec- 
essary pursuit of livelihood. AD) 
American bus the right to quit bis em 
ployment, so has every American the 
right to seek employment. The group 
must not endanger the Individual, and 
we must discourage groups preying 
upon one another, and none Miall be 
allowed to forget that the government's 
obligations are alike to all the people. 
No Strike Against Government. 

We are so confident that much of the 
yrest.nt-diiy liisulliclency and Inellieion- 



cy of transportation are due to the 
withering band of government opera 
tion that we emphasize anew our oppo- 
sition to government ownership, we 
want to expedite the reparation and 
make sure the mistake is not repeated. 

A state of inadequate transporta- 
tion facilities, mainly chargeable to 
the failure of governmental experi- 
ment, Is losing millions to agriculture. 
It la hindering Industry, It la menac- 
ing the American people with a fuel 
shortage little less than a peril It em- 
phasizes the present-day problem and 
suggests that spirit of encouragement 
and assistance which commits all 
America to relieve such an emergency. 

Gross expansion of currency and 
credit have depreciated the dollar Just 
as expnnslon and Inflation hav« dis 
credited the coins of the world. We 
inflated In baste, we must deflate In 
deliberation. We debased the dollar 
In reckless finance, we must restore In' 
honesty. 

In all sincerity we promise the pre 
ventlon of unreasonable profits, wr 
challenge profiteering with all the mor 
al force and the legal powers of gov 
ernment and people, but It Is fair, nye. 
It Is timely, to give reminder that law 
Is not the sole corrective of our eco- 
nomic Ilia 

Drive Against Extravagance. 

Let us call to all the people for 
thrift and economy, for denial and sac 
rlflce If need be, for a nation wide 
drive against extravagance and lux- 
ury, to a recommittal to simplicity of 
living, to that prudent and normal plan 
of life which is the health of the re- 
public. 

New conditions, which attend amaz- 
ing growth and extraordinary Indus- 
trial development, call for a new and 
forward-looking program. The Ameri- 
can farmer had a hundred and tweniv 
millions to feed In the home market 
nnd heard the cry of the world for 
food und answered It, though he faeed 
an appalling task amid handicaps 
never encountered before. 

Contemplating the defenselessness of 
the Individual farmer to meet the or 
ganlsed buyers of his. products and the 
d'Strlhutors of the things the fanner 
buys, I hold that farmers should not 
only he permitted but encouraged to 
Join In co-operative association to reap 
the Just measure of reward merited by 
their, arduous toll. 

Our plnlform is in earnest pledge ot 
renewed concern for this most essen- 
tial and elemental Industry and In 
both appreciation and Interest we 
pledge effective expression in law and 
practice. We will hall thnt co-opera- 
tion which again will make profitable 
and desirable the ownership and op 
ernllon of comparatively small furms 
Intensively cultivated, and which will 
Facilitate the caring for the products 
"f farm and orchard without the 
lamentable waste under present condl 
Hons. 

America would look with anxiety on 
the discouragement of farming ac 
tivlty either through the government's 
neglecl Of Us parSlfall by socialistic 

practices, a Republican admlnlstra 
tlon will be committed to renewed re 
pnrd for agriculture, and seek the 
participation of farmers In curing the 
Ills Justly complained of, and aim to 
place the American farm where It 
ought to be—highly ranked In Amerl-

I believe federal departments should 
be made more bnalneaa-llke and aend 
back to productive effort thousands 
of federal employees, who are either 
duplicating work or not essential at 
all. 

I believe In the protective tariff 
policy and know we will be calling for 
its saving Americanism again. 

I believe in a great merchant ma- 
rine. I would have this republic the 
leading maritime nation of the world. 

I believe In a navy ample to pro- 
tect It, and able to assure us depend- 
able defense.

Taxes Must Be Reduced. 

I believe the tax burdens Imposed 
for the war emergency must be re- 
vised to the needs of peace, and In the 
Interest of equity in distribution of the 
burden. 

I believe the negro citizens of Amer- 
ica should be guaranteed the enjoy- 
ment of all their rights, that they have 
earned the full measure of citizenship 
bestowed, that their sacrifices In blood 
00 the battlefields of the republic have 
entitled them to all of freedom and op- 
portunity, all of sympathy and aid 
that the American spirit of fairness 
and Justice demands. 

I believe there Is an easy and open 
path to righteous relationship with 
Mexico. It has seemed to me that our 
uodeveloped, uncertain and Inflrm 
policy has made ns a culpable party to 
the governmental misfortunes in that 
land.

The four million defenders on land 
and sea were worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of a people never war-like In 
peace and never pacifist In war.

It la my 
earnest hope, my sincere desire that 
the one needed state vote be quickly 
recorded in the affirmation of the right 
of equal suffrage and that the vote of 
e\ery citizen shall be cast and counted 
In the approaching election. 

And to the great number of noble 
women who have opposed In coavlc- 
ih ii this tremendous change In the 
MICK nt relatlou of the sexes as ap- 
pl (d to government, I venture to plead 
that tbey will accept the full respon- 
sibility of enlarged citizenship and give 
to the best in the republic their suf-

Oura la not only a fortunate people 
but a very common-sensiaal people, 
with vision high but their feet on the 
earth, with belief In themselves and 
faith In God. Whether enemies threat- 
en from without or menaces arise 
from within, there Is some Indefinable 
voice aaylng, "Have confidence In the 
republic I America will go on I"
